Treasury Urges a Change. . 

Recomméndations for administrative 
changes in the revenue law were sub- 
mitted to the ways and means com- 
mittee today by A. W. Gregg, solicitor 
of internal revenue, on behalf of the 
treasury. Mr. Gregg proposed legis- 
lation establishing a definite principle 
to govern compromises made by the 
treasury in tax cases. He explained 
that the treasury has authority to 
make compromises only whe nthe tax- 
paye ris insolvent. He also proposed 
an amendment to the section of the 
law governing allowances for deple- 
tion in connection with ofl properties. 
Undersecretary of the Treasury Gar- 
rard Winston cautioned against the 
repeal of the capital stock tax, or the 
approval of suggested provisions mak- 
ing it possible for small corporations to 
file returns aa partnerships and for | 
partnerships to file as corporations. 
without giving thorough consideration 
to the amount of revenue which would | 
be lost under these changes. 
Both Mr. Winston and Mr. Gregg 
advocated the repeal of the publicity 
provision of the revenue act.

BRITISH COUNSEL

THE HAGUE, Oct. 27.—The inter- 
national court of justice resumed its 
consideration today of the league of 
nations’ request for a decision upon 
the powers of the league concerning 
the Mosul frontier dispute between 
Great Britain and Turkey. 

Sir Douglass Hogg, British attorney 
general, resumed his arguments as to 
why the court should decide in giving 
its arbitral award that the council's 
majority should suffice and unanimity 
not be required. Sir Douglass quoted 
numerous text books supporting the 
majority principle. He insisted that it 
was Turkey who was repudiating the 
treaty, and the British government 
hoped Turkey would not persist in its 
attitude, but see the facts in a true 
light.

During the 
winter months particularly it is wise 
to give the face, in addition to its soap 
and water bath, a couple of minutes’ 
massage with cream in order to keep

ARTMOUTH alumni living in 
Chicago, considerably perked up 
by the green’s decisive defeat of 
Harvard, already are planning a 

national rally of Hanover graduates in 
Chicago at the time of the Maroon 
game, Nov. 14. 

Preparations include a meeting of 
the national alumni council on the 
Friday before the game, an alumni 
dinner that night, and numerous class 
reunions and luncheons both Friday 
and Saturday. Headquarters will be 
at the Drake.

The others were Charles 
Keinath, a former Penn quarter back 
star, and Dr. J. K. (Poss) Miller, an- 
other backfield luminary of a former 
Penn team They all came back with 
glowing reports of his all-around abil- 
ity. 

Illini Stronger Than Maroons? 

“Do you think Chicago is very much 
better than Illinois?” queried one 
Quaker rooter. 

‘““No,”’ came back the scout, a man 
who knows his football inside out, 
a former star player.and coach. “I've

He can run the 
ends, drive off the tackles or crash a 
line. Ini\addition he is an excellen: 
forward passer and can worm into tne 
open to receive the tosses which my 
be made by any of the other Navy 
backs, Hamilton, especially. 

Friedman's worth to the Michigan 
team has become more apparent with 
each game. Bennie won the gam: 
from Illinois last Saturday by a ; lace 
kick from the Orange and Blue 25 yard 
line. Against Wisconsin, he ran %5 
yards for a touchdown and in the In- 
diana struggle gathered in a Hoosier 
punt and sprinted 56 yards for a touch.

But it is his cleverness in directing 
the team’s attack which makes him 
most valuable.

Entire Middy Line Strong. 


Both stars will be supported. by 
strong lines and excellent blockers. A. 
W. Lentz, left guard for the Navy, is 
captain of the middies. He is unques- 
tionably one of the outstanding line- 
men in the country. He is aggressive 
and is used considerably to lead inter- 
ference. He gets down under punis 
and is very strong defensively. Ed- 
wards at right guard is rated highly 
in the east, as is Osborn, the center. 

Eddy and Wickhorst, the tacklers, 
are powerful players, defensively espe- 
cially. They are particularly brillian: 
in blocking puttts and forward passes. 
Tackles are depended upon to rush the 
forward passers at all times and this 
is just what the Navy tackles do and 
they may cause Freidman some trou- 
‘ble unless Yost has a defense to keep 
them away. 

Hardwick and Bernet, the ends, are 
experienced players who should not 
permit Michigan to get away with any 
trick plays of the delayed pass variety. 
They smash interference hard and al- 
ways on the outside. They are ever 
'mindful to turn the play to the inside 
and the Wolverine backs will have 
trouble to sweep the Navy flanks.
